The Russian demands were: 

1. Immediate withdrawal of 
Chinese troops which are occupying 
_the buildings in the soviet embassy 
compound, 

~. Release of all soviet 
who were arrested in the raid. 
Immediate return of all doeu- 
ments, money and. property seized in 
the raid. 

The note did not fix any time limit 
for compliance with these demauds, 
nor did it threaten action if ihe re- 
quests were not fulfilled. It remarked 
that the Russian government “pos- 
sesses sufficient resources to take 
punitive measures,’ but added it was 
unwilling to employ these resources 
because it “knew very well” the for- 
eign imperialists had inspired the ac- 
tivities against the soviet.

The affidavit on which the warrant 
for Singer was issued was sworn by 
Paul 1. Majeswki, West Palm Beach 
advertising man. 

Singer, as president of Palm Beach 
Ocean Realty company, was alleged, 
in the affidavit on which the warrant 
wns issued, to have combined and 
conspired with Thomas S. Turner, 
eales director of the Palm Beach 
Qccan Realty company, to defraud the 
general public of Palm Beach county. 

According to the affidavit, Paris E. 
Singer and Thomas SNS. Turner, repre- 
rented in newspypers of West Palm 
Beach and Florida, that the Palm 
Beach Ocean Realty company owned 
4 certain tract of land (known as 

‘alm Beach Ocean), was in sound fi- 
nancial condition and promised cer- 
tain extensive developments in order 
to induce the general public to buy 
land in the development. ‘The affi- 
davit further alleged that Singer and 
Turner knew these statesements were 
untrue and that under false pretenses 
ebtained $1,500,000 from purchasers 
of Palm Beach Ocean property.

The picketing was ordered by the 
municipal council, whose chairman is 
Stirling Fessenden, an American. Po- 
lice had been stationed around the 
cousulate building and a'l who en- 
tered or left were subject to search. 
Several Americans doing police duty 
as volunteers were among the pickets. 

Linde Makes Protest. 

Consul Linde already had protest- 
ed to the consular corps when the 
Chinese protest was sent and the 
corps had asked the municipal action 
for an explanation of its action ir 
ordering the picketing. The situation 
admittedly was serious. 

The nationalist foreign commission 
er also said he intended to protest 
against British airplanes flying over 
Chinese territory and especially over 
the arsenal. He suggested that the 
British had sent so many soldiers to 
Shanghai that now they wanted to 
“nick a quarrel’ in order to justify 

* their show of force.

“The blood transfusion to T. 
Kendley was a success and both 
patient and the donor, L. iB. burger, 
are in splendid condition.’ 

This welcome statement was 1S- 
sued by officials of the Piedmont san- 
itarium Saturday following the in- 
fusion of new blood to Kendley, for- 
mer employee of the Georgia Power 
company, Who was stricken with an 
acute liver ailment four years ago 
and whose fight for recovery has at- 
tracted the attention of the city. 

Attendants at the sanitarium were 
elated at the success of the opera- 
tion. They said that Kendley, who 
has gaigied a reputation in the hos- 
pital as one of the bravest 
ever received there, smiled 
optimistically during the delicate pro- 
cedure, and declared that he felt 
“much better and stronger” at its 
ronclusion. Physicians stated that 
the transfusion will give Kendley a 
base upon which to work out his re- 
covery and that his color has already 
been greatly heightened. 

Stricken while attending church 
services more than four years ago, 
Kendley learned that his liver was 
affected. Fourteen times he was car- 
ried to various hospitals where opera- 
tions were performed but each time 
he showed little improvement. Some

a transfusion of blood was impera- 
tive to his recovery.

“Mane Atlantans believe loan 
sharks cannot be driven from the cits. 
simply beeause others have failed to 
do it. There have been notorietr-seek- 
ers who have started such campaigns 
only to abandon them—some have 
been bought off. But the Atlanta Le. 
gal Axl societv is going to aid the 
prosecution of the work until all com 
panies operate under the law. Georgia 
has as goed loan laws as any other 
state in the union and the officials

~ P. J. Hjort, Noted Authority 


Writes Article on ‘Roses’ 


Through the interest and upon in- 
Vitation of Mrs. Prince Webster, at 
whose Wesley road home the Peach- 
tree Garden club held its March meet- 


ing. was secured P, J. Hiort, a noted 
authority on roses, who came up from 
Thomasville to give a special talk on 
this subject. which was filled with 
valuable suggestions to horticulturists 
Ya general, to whom the subject of 
roses is one of vital importance. 

Mr. Hjort’s paper, which treats of 
every phase of rose culture and will 
aid every horticulturist m= Atlanta, 
is as follows: 

“I hope to be able to tell you 
something that will be helpful to you 
in growing roses in Atlanta. I am 
not familiar with Atlanta conditions. 
but I am familiar with conditions at 
Thomasville, and I will tell you how 
we grow roses there, and I think it 
is generally conceded that we grow 
some good ones, In telling you how 
we prepare the rose bed, . set the 
plants, cultivate, spray, water and 
prune them, you will doubtless con- 
clude that I have laid down a set 
of rules for rose-growing. ‘The term 
“rules” is confusing, and it may sug- 
gest that rose-growing is difficult. I 

refer to use the term, “principles.” 
tecognizing certain principles, and 
fitting them to local conditions, gets 
us away from the idea that it is 
hard to grow roses. Unless rose-grow- 
ing in Atlanta is vastly different from 
what it is in Thomasville, and I do 
not believe it to be, success is not 
hard to attain. 

“At Thomasville there is no more 
successful rose-grower than William 
Miller, a busy structural engineer, 
who feeds his soul by such activities 
as rose-growing and planting miles of 
beautiful white dogwoods on_ the 
streets of Thomasville at no profit. 
Would that every city in Georgia, had 
its William Miller! Mr. Miller’s 
training taught him the value of a 
thorough foundation. So he does a 
thorough job of preparing the rose 
bed. If the soil has sufficient clay, 
and it usually has in our section, he 
adds rich gardea loam or woods earth, 
where leaves or pine straw have de- 
cayed, together with a liberal quantity 
of well-rotted cow lot manure. ‘These 
are thoroughly mixed, except that the 
final layer is of top soil only, and into 
this top layer the plants are set. As 
new roots develops they reach down 
to the fertilizer for feeding. 

Adequate Preparation. 

“There are those who scoff at such 
careful preparation. A _ writer in 
Gardea and Home Builder for March 
carries this idea to extremes. My 
observation convinces me that ade- 
_ quate preparation is the price of suc- 
cess. Therefore, I am going to tell 
you how to prepare a rose bed. The 
bed should be dug to a depath of 2 1-2 
feet. The top soil should be laid aside, 
and also the best soil below it. The 
bottom soil, if found to be of poor 
quality, should be discarded. A layer 
of equal parts of good soil and old 
well-rotted cow lot manure is used for 
the bottom layer, then a layer of good 
soil, then more topsoil and well- 
rotted cow lot manure, and finally a 
finishing layer of top soil. The build- 
ing of this rose bed is on the prin- 
ciple that the fertilizer should be well 


mixed with the soil in the lower two- 
thirds of the bed, and the plants 
should be set in the top soil with no 
fertilizer. As roots develop they will 
get the benefit of the fertilizer. 

“It is true that roses do not like 
wet feet, and where the rose bed has 
to be located in a rather low place, 
a layer of rocks or broken stone, a 
depth of six inches, should be laid 
at the bottom of the rose bed. Drain- 
age is emphasized in English books 
but it is to be remembered that there 
is a general dampness there much of 
the time. a condition with which we 
do not have to contend here. Also 
English books will tell you that a rose 
bed should be dug to a depth of three 
feet, which is unnecessary here, as 
the rose stocks do not send roots to a 
great depth, but spread more. 

“If either barnyard fertilizer or 
leaf mold, or both, are not available. 
the rose bed should at least be well 
dug, and bone meal may be used, two 
pounds to the bush. 
stirred into the surface around the 
plants, and the rains or watering will 
wash the substance down, and give 
the plants the feeding. While bone 
meal is an excellent fertilizer, it acts 
slowly, and if used in the spring it 
is best to have it in combination with 
quick-acting feftilizer. We use to good 
advantage the combination 8-4-4, a 
well known formula of commercial 
fertilizer, which may be purchsused 
from dealers. Thorough preparation 
of the soil will usually take care of 
the fertilizing problem the first year. 
After that the roses should be fer- 
tilized in late winter for spring 
growth, and in late summer for fall 
growth. During dry weather water 
the roses thoroughly twice a week, do 
not give a superficial watering daily, 
as this draws the feed roots to the 
surface, where the sun scalds them, 
causing injury to The plants. 

“Rose aphis and thrips are more 
or less prevalent in the entire south; 
to kill them ‘spray with a_ tobacco 
preparation—the spray we use 
slack Leaf 40,°a teaspoonful to the 
gallon of water. Spray the under side 
of the leaves, and the soft tips, where 
these insects are to be found. Black 
spot and powdery mildew are the 
prevalent fungus diseases. Black spot 
may be controlled by spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture. If this is used at 
pruning time in late winter, spraying 
both plants and the ground thoroughly 
after all dead leaves are destroyed, 
the result is often that there will be 
little or no black spot the following 
season. The 1922 American Rose An- 
nual prints in its complete article on 
rose insects and diseases, another 
treatment for black spot. Using a 
dust gun, the plants are to be dusted 
with a mixture of nine parts dust- 
ing sulphur to one part powdered lead 
arsenate. This treatment, begun be- 
fore new growth appears and repeat- 
ed each two weeks during the sum- 
mer, will also protect against pow- 
dery mildew and certain insects. 

Cultivating the Soil. 

“Heavy soils will »ake and become 
hard in a dry time, and unless mulch- 
ing is done, this top crust should be 
stirred from time to time. We pre-

fer the mulching plan. A good coat 
of leaves or pinestraw about the 


plants holds the moisture and prevents 
the ground from becoming hard. 
believe it is a good plan to keep the 
roses well mulched during the sum- 
mer, for the reason just stated; and 
also because many gardeners, espe- 
cially you ladies, are away from home, 
and care of the roses may be some- 
what irregular, if not actually neg- 
lected during your absence. In cata- 
logues and other rose literature you 
may have noted the terms ‘Budded 
Roses,’ and ‘Own-Root Roses.’ It 
is well to know something about the 
difference between them. Budded 
roses are those grown on stock roses, 
while own-root roses are grown from 
cuttings. The superiority of budded 
roses has long been recognized in the 
south, and they are coming to be 
more used in the north and east. The 
objection usually raised to them is that 
they are apt to develop “suckers,” 
which choke out the rose, finally leav- 
ing only the root stock. This is over- 
come by using stocks which do not 
send up sprouts from lateral roots. 
and by a process known as ‘disbud- 
ding.’ By disbudding is meant that 
all the lower eyes on the stock rése 
cutting are cut out before it is plant- 
ed. Onbhy one or two eyes are left at 
the top of the cutting, through which 
growth is to be made, and when the 
bud of the rose variety to be propa- 
gated is inserted, it is put in below 
the eyes that remain on the root 
stock. Finally when the stock top 
is cut off the following winter, there 
remains only the rose bud, which 
develops and makeg the top. By this 
process suckers are eliminated, ex- 
cept in rare cases where a lower eye 
may have been overlooked in the dis- 
budding process. The method we use 
is in general practice with all reliable 
nurseries growing budded roses. 
Principles and Common Sense. 
“While I have told you how some of 
us grow roses at Thomasville, I do 
not undertake to fix; any rules for

Ettect of Solar Radiation 


Sun Spots Winze Atmosphere and Cause Loss of Power 
in Your Radio Receiver.

As air is essential to life, it is 
also most essential to radio. The elec- 
| tro-magnetie waves produced by the 
|broadeast transmitter are conducted 
by the air. Here, we bring a most im- 
'portant factor into the story, one 
which is given little or no mention, 
but it plays many freaks on radio 
reception. This is none other than the 
sun itself, which is nothing else than 
" great variable star. 

It is well known that the sun goes 
through an eleven year cycle of sun 
<pots. Seients tell us the 
1 molten mass, surrounded by a uni- 
form envelope of heated gases. Rifts 
'or whirling masses of heated 
and volatilized metals appear upon the 
surface of the sun. Through these 
| circles of whirling masses we see the 
|interior of the sun. These dark spots 
are called sun spots and can be ob- 
served through the more powerful tele- 
scopes. 

At periodical times the sun gives 
off S per cent more heat than at 
other times. This happens at the maxi- 
mum of the sun spot cycle. But 
strange to say, our planet is no hot- 
ter at this maximum because this ex- 
cess heat causes the water to evap- 
orate, cooling the atmosphere sur- 
rounding us, As we know, there ex- 
ists between the earth and sun a great 
vacuum space. We also know heat 
cannot travel through a vacuum. The 
thermos asserts this fact. 

Sut the sun does send to us light 
rays. As these light rays strike the 
atmospheric blanket surrounding the 
earth they undergo certain changes 
and the result is the actual heat we 
feel today. This establishes positive 
proof that our radio waves undergo 
certain changes as they travel through 
the atmosphere. Radio waves and 
light rays are both electro-magnetic 
waves. By virtue of this faet they 
become as members of one and the 
same family. Radio waves differ in 
frequency as well as the light rays. 

As the solar activity is increased 
or decreased we feel it only in the 
resultant weather changes—but how 
is this action felt in radio? When 
broadcasting first became active in 
the year 1920, this solar action was 
passing, or near its minimum. If we 
recall those days we remember that 
a one tube regenerative receiver easily 
niles 
distant. This actually happened and 
was an every day occurrence, 

Today the powerful “supers” can- 
not do this so very easily. Why? We 
know that today, broadcasting is in 
a very congested state causing ap- 
proximately 50 per cent of 
interference. The remaining 50 
cent must be accounted for in some 
way. Today we are nearing the max 
imum of the sun spot cycle. Atmos 
pheric conditions are rapidly going 
through many and wyaried changes

Why does this solar change have 
any effect on radio? As we said hbe- 
fore, the rays of light thrown off by 
the sun are in reality powerful mag- 
netic waves, by sending more of these 
waves it has a tendency to _ ionize 
the atmosphere blanket that sur- 
rounds our planet, or, to create a 


| State of high conductivity akin to a 


| short circuit. This action really mag- 
_netizes the atmosphere. This high con- 
|ductivity and magnetic effect really 
absorbs the radio waves, causing 
'them to travel distances far less than 
| they should ‘go. It weakens signa] 
| strength, possibly lessening the quali- 
ity of reception. 

This can also explain why daylight 
reception is hard to get at great dis- 
tances; say, for instance, KDKA at 
Pittsburgh is broadcasting a musica] 
program at 10 p. m. and we can hear 
/it with full volume and clarity at a 
idistance of about 600 miles, but this 
;same station using the same power 
at 10 a, m. can only be heard at ap- 
proximately 200 miles. It seems 
strange indeed, but to explain this— 
suppose we had a row of powerful 
magnets representing the ionized at- 
mosphere caused by the powerful elec- 
tro-magnetic light waves. Now, to rep- 
resent the radio waves throw past 
these magnets a handful of iron fill- 
ings and we note they will be drawn 
to the magnets along the row and be- 
fore the end is reached, practically 
all the filings will be stopped. This 
explains why the radio waves are 
absorbed by the more powerful light 
rays. In a very short while we are 
to pass the maximum of this solar ac- 
tivity, As we start downward to the 
minimum better radio reception will 
he experienced, This inereased and 
decreased solar activity, as we see.

PASSING ILLS 
ARE CONQUERED 


Energy in Pursuit of 
Business Is Having Vi- 
tal Effect on Fortunes 
of Section. 


Following is the second arti- 
cle of a series from the pen of 
Owen A. Conner, financial edi- 
tor of the Philadelphia Public 
Ledg : and national authority 
on American trade conditions 
and outlook, written at the 
conclusion of a survey of the 


new south.

Tast autumn, when the price for 
raw cotton dropped 12 cents a 
pound, a wave of sympathy for the 
Southland spread throughout the 
eountry. Twelve cents was + or more 
cents below the average cost of pro- 
duction. True, the record-breaking 
crop of staple would send a heavy 
volume of cash into the cotton-raising 
states, but that did not alter the 
fact that most of the farmers would 
lose heavily where they had hoped to 
reap a great profit. Very, very few 
would escape with light losses. T yey 
had been counting on a minimum of 
*) cents and had hopes that they 
might get 23 or 24 cents for the 
fruit of their labors. 

Ten years or more ago such a state 
of affairs would have spelled disaster | 
for all that vast region south of Vir- 
ginia, from the Atlantic ocean west- 
ward to the outer edges of the Gulf 
of Mexico. That the cotton districts 
suffered a severe blow none will deny, 
but the blow has not by any means 
taken on the proportions of a disaster. 
Indeed, business men in the affected 
areas de elare emphatically that gen- 
eral trade is steadily improving ‘and 
that they have ceased thinking about 
the price of cotton. 

Diversification of crops and of in- 
dustries saved the south from serious 
consequences when the record crop 
sent quotations downward. Much has 
already been accomplished in turning 
the land over to other products than 
cotton, but the movement for still 
further extension of activity info 
broader fields is being continued with 
energy along well-informed, efficient 
lines, Bankers, business men, scien- 
tific experts in agriculture and the 
farmers themselves are behind the 
movement, determined that the south 
shall never again bea one-crop land. 

Bankers Greatest Aid. 

Probably it is the bankers who 
have accomplished more and who are 
achieving more today in “bringing 
about diversification than any other 
one section of. the business commu- 
nity. To take Atlqnta’as an exam- 
ple, one finds a city with unusually 
well-managed banking _ institutions. 
operating along lines of the most 
modern efficiency standards, and ad- 
hering to a program of community 
helpfulness that must surely make for 
greater prosperity for their city and 
the farming and industrial region of 
which it is the center. 

These men are at work today to re- 
pair the damage done by the failure 
of a chain of about 90 country dis- 
trict banks—little institutions in 
small towns. That they failed is said 
to have been because they were es- 
tablished in communities that did not 
really need a bank and where bank- 
ing profit, even in good times,

Boll Weevil Blessing 
In Disguise for South 


Incentive to broaden its field of 
activity was given to the south by 
its great devastator, the boll wee- 
vil, according to Clark Howell, edi- 
tor of The Atlanta Constitution. 
Up to the time that the insect’s 
ravages Jaid waste almost the en- 
tire crop of the Georgia fields, said 
Mr. Howell, little progress had 
been made in the campaign of busi- 
ness men to induce farmers to di- 
versify their crops. The difficulty 
was that cotton was an easy crop 
to grow and was always a quick- 
cash product. 

After the boll weevil had 
brought many farmers face to face 
with ruin, however, Mr. Howell 
continued, there was a marked 
change in agricultural practices. 
Feariug a return of the _ pest, 
farmers turned to corn, cattle, 
dairy products, hogs and = other 
products to protect themselves 
against loss, 

In Mr. Howell's opinion, the boll 
weevil, destructive as be was, may 
now be 


regarded as ae been a 
blessing for the south.

or nothing else—certainly nothing else 
was produced for sale. The county 
weut on, year after year, turning out 
an average of 18,000 bales of cotton 
annually. With cotton at or around 
20 cents a pound, that represented 
Sj 811,000 a year gross income for 
the farmers of the county. 

Then came the bolt weevil. Instead 
of 18,000 bales, Putnam county pro- 
duced, in the worst of the boll weevil 
years, just 275 bales of cotton. Reve- 
nue for the farmers dropped from $1,- 
S00,000 to less than $50,000. Cotton, 
the farmers learned to their bitter sor- 
row, was no longer a “sure-profit” 
crop. The tioney they had borrowed 
in anticipation of their usual income 
stood against them as debt that must 
be carried over to another year. But, 
the boll weevil was still there, as 
great a menace as before. There was 
just one: common-sense thing to do 
and the farmers of Putnom county 
did it—they did what the bankers and 
business men of Georgia had _ been 
begging them to do for half a century. 
They diversified their products. They 
‘turned to dairying, to hog raising and 
to the cultivation of peanuts. 

Diversification. 

Cotton was not abandoned entirely. 
A man with a farm of 50 acres plant- 
ed 10, perhaps 15, acres of cotton. He 
gave more time to the cultivation of 
as one Atlanta business man_  ex- 
pressed it, “‘on the fat of the land,” 
from the profits returned to him 
through his diversification of land 
and labor. 

Atlanta today is prosperous. Its 
position as the great banking and 
Wholesale and distributing center for 
a territory equal in area to New 
England makes it a metropolis in the 
fullest sense of the word. Atlanta 
business men, keenly alive to the 
perilous position of a one-crop coun- 
try, have urged and continue to urge 
the adoption of all sound measures 
for broadening the agricultural pro- 
ductivity of the south. They do not. 
ston there. 

For their own city, Atlantas leaders 
in industry give earnest support to 
every project for diversification of the 
community's manufacturing. whole- 
sale and distributing activities. Tak- 
ing the little with the big, Atlanta 
gives life to and derives support from 
more than 1,000 separate business es- 
tablishments. Its factories include 
everything from the small clothing 
shop to great steel mills. 

Progress in Carolinas. 

In the Carol'ras manufacturing, 
particularly the production of cotton 
cloths, has advanced with great 
strides in the last few years. Natu- 
rally, attention centers mainly on the 
great cotton mills that have grown 
up almost overnight in competition 
with New England mills has become 
more and more extensive. Other in- 
dustries, however, have been devel- 
oped, and farming has been diversi- 
fied, notably in the growing of pea- 
nuts. I°'armers have found that pea- 
nuts afford a steady market and con- 
stitute more of a “sure profit” crop 
cotton.

Successful in Georgia, 

In Georgia success has crowned the 
efforts for diversification to such an 
extent that last year the state’s manu- 
factured output was more than double 
the value of the state's agricultural 
production. In that state last year 
more than 4,000,000 acres were plant- 
ed to corn against 3,000,000 planted 
to cotton. This came about when 
farmers learned that they could raise 
corn as feed for cattle and then make 
a good profit on their dairy products. 
Also, in Georgia it was found that 
considerable areas of the land were 
favorable for the growth of tobacco. 
This appealed strongly to the Geor- 

gia farmer, tobacco being like cotton,

GUTTON EAPORT 
RATE IS UPHELD 


Washington, April 9.—(4)—Cotton 
delivered by 1 ‘lroads on the wharves 
at the side of ships in New Orleans 
as well as in Texas ports shou!d be 
charged an export rate 2c per hundred 
pounds higher than rates to the city 
areas back from the waterfront, it 


was decided today by the interstate | 


commerce commissivn. 

After rehearing arguments over the 
port rates. the commission refused to 
set aside its previous decision, Which 
affected only Texas ports, and decid- 
ed that the rate differential laid down 
should be put into effect at New Or- 
leans as well. 

It refused, however, to extend its 
findings to affect rates applying to 
Mobile, Ala., to which port the pres- 
ent charges were consequently left un- 
disturbed. The present system by 
which railroads allow cotton compres- 
sion in_transit was also found reason- 
able. 

“Upon consideration of all the facts 
and «ircumstances we are of opinion 
and find that for the purposes of this 
case, a fair und reasonable basis for 
equalizing the city deliver and ship 
side rates will be to increase the city 
delivery rates-.one cent per 100 
pounds,” the commission said, “and 
recluce the ship side rates exclusive of 
wharf or pier terminal charges equiv- 
alent to two cents per 100 pounds, to 
the basis of the increased city delivery 
rates, 

“This basis of equalization should 
be applied to both the Texas and 
Louisiana ports execent that this find- 
ing should not be construed as con- 
demning the practice of the lines 
serving New Orleans of maintaining 
that port on a parity with Galveston 
and Houston.” 

Substantially, the commission add- 
ed, the adjustment of rates ordered to- 
day was the sam: as that originally 
found advisable when the situation 
was investigated two years ago. At 
present shipside rates on cotton mov- 
ing through Texas ports cre three 
cents to three and one-half cents per 
100 pounds higher than rates to the 
same ports for city delivery.

March Proves Record 
Month, While Nation at 
Large Has Sharp Slump 
in Construction.

In contrast with the healthy con- 
zktruction conditions of Atlanta, as 
revealed by the summary of March 
building permits, published in The 
Constitution last Sunday and showing 
March to be the record month of 1927 
totals so far, S. W. Straus and com- 
pany of New York, characterized the 
building operations of the country at 
large as on the decline. The report 
follows: 

“Although there are 
schere building operations at the pres-

BIG ROAD PROGRAM 
PLANNED IN CUBA 


~_—_— ~~ 


Sweeping across the island of Cuba 
from Pinar del Rio on the vest, 
through the cities of Havana, Matan- 
za, Santa Clara and Camaguey to his- 
toric Santiago de Cuba on the south- 
east, a great central concrete highway 
of more than 620 miles in length has 
been ordered by the government which 
will connect both ends of the island 
and link the principal cities in a gi- 
gantie good roads chain. It is predict- 
ed that this highway will result in 
a tremendous economic and agricul- 
tural development. 

Contracts for this project have al- 
ready been let to a Boston contract- 
ing firm and work will start shortly. 
Specifications for the central highway 


width, except through cities where it 
will broaden out to twenty-six feet. 
The base is to be of concrete six 
inches thick and the surface of asphalt 
or other similar material five inches 
thick, except where granite blocks are 
used. 

The central project is only part of 
the work planned on Cuban 
wavs. In addition, the government has 
authorized that more than 2.500 miles 
of good roads shall be completed be- 
fore 1955. 

These supplementary roads will be 
chiefly improved dirt roads, 
parts of them will be hard surfaced. 
To pay for this program the govern- 
ment expects to spend over $75,000 
000, to be paid for out of taxes levied 
under the public works law.

PRESIDENT’S WISE VETO. 

The president’s veto of the pro- 
posal of the Philippine legislature 
for a plebiscite on the question of 
smmediate independence of the 
islands will no doubt be severely 
criticized by those politicians who 
capitalize the word “patriot,” and 
also by those who make the most 
noise about “the justice of a refer- 
endum.” 

Viewed analytically and impar- 
tially, the president is entirely 
right, and“his position is in the 
interest of the Philippine people 
and in the interest of a more stable, 
substantial government when Phil- 
ippine independence is declared. 

Following the Spanish-American 
war when this government, by 
treatv, assumed guardianship over 
the Philippine islands and the in- 
habitants, that great possession, out- 
side of the port city of Manila, was 
practically uncivilized. 

Here and there a “general,” who 
was a government unto himself over 
a great mass of ignorant, naked or 
half-naked natives, or peons, had by 
occidental contact become civilized 
—Aguinaldo as an illustration—but 
in some of the islands there was 
little but savagery, and in the Moro 
group there was actual cannibalism. 

Since the American possession all 
or most of these conditions have 
been supplanted by schools, 
churches, civilization and produc- 
tivity. 


The Filipinos showed themselves _ 


apt pupils, and following the series 
of internal rebellions for the first 
four or five years, the advancement 
of the people has been rapid and 
substantial. 


In the meantime under Governor 
Taft, and the subsequent governors, 
culminating in the vigorous demo- 
cratic tendencies of the present 
governor, Leonard Wood, the peo- 
ple have become more and more self- 
governing.

Only the last statement wasn’t 
quite true.

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} a recent Duplicate contest I 
noted a situation which seems 
worthy of comment. The hands were 
as follows: 


South 
S.: K-6-3 
H.: A-7 
D.: A-10-5-4-2 
C.: 8-7-4 
There was little variation in the 
auction; at almost every table South 
bid one Diamond, West one Spade, 
North passed, and East—bidding two 
Hearts—obtained the contract. The 
only variation to be expected from 
conventional players would be that 
South might open by bidding one No 
Trump instead of one Diamond. 
There are some who consider two 
Aces and a King sufficient strength for 
a Dealer’s No Trump, and for super- 
experts with an evenly divided hand 
—which is the ideal No Trump distri- 


hution—there may be an argument in 
its favor; but- when a hand contains 
a five-card suit headed by the Ace, 
that suit is the more desirable initial 
declaration. 

With the bidding as above given, at 
every table South led the Ace of Dia- 
monds, and when North played the 
Nine, followed with another  Dia- 
mond. North signalled because, hav- 
ing but two Diamonds, he was anx- 
ious to ruff the third round of Dia- 
monds and therefore wished South to 
continue the suit. Of course North 
knew that the second round of Dia- 
monds would be won by the adver- 
saries; but after seeing the Queen of 
Diamonds and the Queen of Clubs, 
and the Ace and Queen of Spades in 
Dummy and Ace of Clubs in his own 
hand, he knew that South’s second 
quick trick to justify his one Dhia- 
mond bid must be the Ace of Hearts, 
and with it De can win the inevitable 
adverse trump lead, and then lead a 
Diamond for North to ruff. 

At all the tables the Declarer took 
the second Diamond trick in his own 
hand and led trumps. South won 
with the Ace of trumps, gave his part- 
ner a ruff in Diamonds and, as North 
had the Ace of Clubs, North and 
South succeeded in making four 


tricks, viz., the three and the 


ruff, and saved game. 

I heard one or two Declarers com- 
plain about their “hard luck” in not 
making game with so strong a hand; 
but | heard no one comment upon 
the fact that he had thrown away his 
game-going chance. It really was 
very simple. When the second Dia- 
mond was led, the Declarer could tell 
that South had either the Ace of. 
Hearts or the Ace of-Clubs; without 
one of those Aces he would not have 
bid a Diamond. Of course he might 
have held six Diamonds, and in that 
case the second Diamond lead would 
be ruffed and the game could not be 
made; but if, as was more probable, 
the North and South Diamonds were 
divided 5-2, the game could be made 
if the adversaries were held to their 
three Aces and not permitted to ruff. 
This could be accomplished in_ just 
one way, and it could do no possible 
harm to try that way. It was for the 
Declarer to win the second Diamond 
trick in Dummy with the Queen, and 
then lead the Ace of Spades from 
Dummy, discarding on that Ace, not 


a small Club, but the good King of 
Diamonds. The trumps could then 
be led and the game must be made, as 
Closed Hand could overruff North 


aces 


and the only tricks that would be lost 
by the Declarer would be the three 
adverse Aces. 

The play is not difficult, but it ts 
of the type which is frequently over- 
looked by Declarers who are not of 
the expert class, and it is the sort of 
thing that should be searched for by 
Declarers when they plan their cam- 
paign, which they should do as soon 
as the hand of the Dummy appears 
on the table. This planning of a cam- 
paign is one of the most important 
duties of the Declarer. As soon as he 
sees the twenty-six cards with which 
he is to play, he should count his sure 
winners, note how far they fall short 
of his desideratum, be it contract, 
game or slam; he should then note 
how it may be possible for him to 
reach his goal by finessing, ruffing or 
Otherwise. In many hands the De- 
Clarer admits during the latter part 
of the play that he then sees what he 
ought to have done. In most of these 
hands if that Declarer had stopped, 
before playing his first card to plan 
his campaign, he could have seen 
what he should have done, and 
would not have been guilty of the 
error which kept him from obtaining 
the maximum that his’ twenty-six 
cards could produce.

Earthquake Area Includes the Japan That Is New, 
Old, and Beautiful 


ECTIONS of Japan which are 
most ancient, most modern 
and most beautiful, suffered 
in the worst earthquake 
which has shaken the main- 

land since 1923. 


“In the quake area modern Japan 
is represented by Kobe and Osaka,” 


says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C., headquarters of the National 
Geographic society. ““They are cham- 
pion cities. Osaka’s million people 
manufacture what Japan needs. Os- 
aka sends her export products 25 
miles by rail to Kobe for shipment. 
When the shock came.a big Ameri- 
can liner was at the dock at Kobe. 

There~are always sleek liners and 
burly merchant ships in Kobe harbor. 
Much of the raw silk shipments to 
America, valued at more than $300,- 
000,000 a year, come out of Kobe. 
This is modern metropolitan, occi- 
dental Japan. 


“Third Wonder”? of Japan in 
Quake Area 

“Twenty miles north is Kyoto, 
stronghold of ancient Japan, the resi- 
dence of the Mikado from the time 
Charlemange went riding through 
Barbaric Europe.

“Newspaper dispatches have not 
yet reported whether Amanohashi- 
date, ‘Bridge of Heaven,’ one of the 
three famous beauty spots in Japan, 
has survived the earthquake. It is 
Close to the focal center of earth 
movements. <A geologist would de- 
scribe this ‘third wonder’ as a natural 
causeway of rock projecting across an 
arm of the sea. It is artificial in ap- 
pearance. That probably recom- 
mends it to the Japanese who respect 
scrupulous, perfect beauty more than 
the wild, natural varietv. Crowning 
the causeway are files of splendid old 
pine trees. One may walk the 
strand out toward the sea under the 
singing pines with the waves lapping 
the shore close on either hand. 

Why Loss Was Not Greater. 

“The other two views are far dis- 
tant from Amanohashidate. One its 
of the island-filled bay,. from Mat- 
sushima near the city of Sendai, 300 
miles north of Tokyo; the other the 
Torii of Miyajima near the city of 
Hiroshima, which is situated on the 
Inland Sea 250 miles below Kobe.

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What Has Happened to Justice? 


HEN Addie Sheatsley’s smal; 
body was found dead in the 
blazing furnace in the Sheats- 
ley home, justice faced a 
death riddle without parallel 
in recent years. Various Cir- 

cumstances indicated that the woman 
might have committed suicide, but 
could she have climbed into the fur- 
nace herself, and then closed the door 
after her? 

On this question there 
agreement. On another question 
there was no disagreement. Experts 
called into the case reported that, re- 
gardless of whether Mrs. Sheatsley 
could have done it herself, the fact 
was that she was dead when her body 
went into the furnace. Tests showed 
no carbon monoxide in her lungs or 
blood, Live animals were burned in 
some of the tests. Justice finally had 
to write the case-down as an unfath- 
omable mystery.

The Sheatsley mystery is one of 
those things that ‘simply do not hap- 
pen.” It is far fetched. If it were 
put into a book and called. fiction, 
readers would condemn it as_ in- 
credible. 

Yet it did happen. 

Some time in the afternoon of No: 
vember 17, 1924, the body of Mrs. 
Addie Sheatsley, wite of a Bexley, 
Ohio, minister, went into the furnace 
of the Sheatsley home and was there 
almost consumed by flames. The cor- 
oner decided she had committed suil- 
cide; that is that she had cremated 
herself.“ Others in the case decided 
otherwise. 

These latter investigators asserted 
it would have been impossible for the 
woman to squeeze feet first through 
the small door of the furnace and then 
close the door behind her. It didn’t 
seem possible—though this*was hard- 
ly a case where one might measure 
things by possibilities. 

Later in the inquiry, experts report- 
ed that the woman was dead when her 
body went into the furnace. 

But if she was dead, who killed 
her? And if she killed herself who 
placed her body in the fire? 

How are we to explain the inex- 
plicable occurrences in the house that 
day in November, 1924? Evidently 
there is no explanation. All we can 
do is recite the facts as they became

Two-Story Dwelling 

The family had resided in Bexley, 
a suburb of Columbus, for nine years. 
Their home was like thousands of 
other suburban homes throughout the 
country, a two-story red brick dwell- 
ing, trim and neat, with a small attic 
and porch, sun parlor, up-to-date fix- 
tures and the inevitable €vergreen 
shrubs in the front

church; his wife Addie, and their four 
children—Milton, 20; Clarence, 16; 
Elizabeth, 14 and Alice, 9. 
* It was a typical ministerial family. 
Sheatsley was about 50, a tall, devout 
man, proud of his calling. He looked 
and acted like most any other min- 
ister one might meet in a suburban 
town. His wife, of the same age, was 
a nervous, over-worked litthe woman, 
rather sapped physically and mentally 
by the cares of her home and church. 

Mrs. Sheatsley had been a country 
girl born in a small town near Can- 
ton, Ohio, and her = marriage to 
Sheatsley twenty-four years before 
had been something of a step upward 
for her. But in time life came to 
mean for her an endless round of 
household duties, augmented by the 
usual worries of a minister’s wife. 
With four children, a house to run, 
three meals a day to cook and church 
affairs to think about— 

Well, it was quite a lot to expect 


And when he arrived, the children 
spoke to him about it, but he hadn't 
thought much about it. He even went 
to the store to buy some groceries for 
supper before he finally went into the 
cellar to investigate. 

What he found there was too hor- 
rible for words. | 

He discovered his wife’s body all 
but consumed by the flames. The cor- 
oner noticed that the body had been 
bent in the middle, the head pointing 
away from the door. From this posi- 
tion it was evident that Mrs. Sheatsley 
had entered the furnace feet first. The 
legs were burned away, and part of 
the torso. There was bW& a trace of 
the left arm. The head was a 
Shrunken black mass. 

“Tt can’t explain it,’’ said the hus- 
hand. ‘‘I can’t believe she could have 
done it herself.” 

He said his wife had been rather 
nervous of late, and that he had re- 
cently postponed a hunting trip be-

of a small woman, not over-strong. 
Possibly she thought about this, if no- 
body else did. 

Now we must skip what happened 
on the day of the tragedy, since we 
don’t really know what actually did 
occur, and start at the point at which 
Sheatsley called up the authorities to 
inform them that his wife had been 
burned to death in the furnace. The 
story of what happened must be told 
by the various members of the family 
who were questioned. 

Sheatsley, in his report to Coroner 
Murphy, said that all the family had 
been together in the house for dinner 
at noon: Milton had attended class 
at Capitol university in the morning, 
returned home for the midday meal, 
and left again at about 12:15 with 
the two girls. The father said he left 
at 1:30 p. m. 

A Peculiar Odor. 

He first went to the bank to make 
a deposit, he said, and then went to 
the Mercy hospital to visit two mem- 
bers of his church who were ill. He 
returned home at 4:45 p. m. 

Even before he entered the house, 
he said, he noticed a peculiar odor. 


cause of her ill health. He said that 
during the morning Mrs. Sheatsley 
said to him, “I would like to be in the 
place you preached about Sunday.” 
His text had been, ‘“‘Man Driven from 
the Garden of Eden.” He said his 
wife mentioned his closifg sentence: 

“It ts my conviction that heaven 
will be a paradise restored.” 

Nevertheless, insisted Sheatsley, he 
couldn’t believe that his wife could 
have climbed through the door of 
the furnace, small as she was. And 
certainly she couldn’t have closed the 
door after her. It was a hot-air fur- 
nace, with a door fourteen inches 
Square, located some twenty-four 
inches above the ground. 

The Boy’s Story. 

It would be a tight fit, even for 
this woman. The body must have 
completely filled the bowl of the fur- 
nace. 

When the father left the house at 
{1:30 o’clock there remained only 
Clarence, the 16-year-old son, and his 
mother. 

What was this boy’s story? 

Clarence said he teft about fifteen 
minutes after his father and returned 


around 3 o’clock. His mother was 
not there. He said he smelled some- 
thing burning and went into the ceb 
lar and opened the door of the fur- 
nace. He saw the body of his 
mother. She was burning ia the fire 
there before his eyes. 

What did he do next? 

Clarence said he closed the door of 
the furnace and went upstairs and 
took a nap! 

The boy did not inform aay one of 
what he had seen. He did not turn 
off the drafts, which were open. He 
took a nap and later went out and 
played football. 

Presently Milton came home. He 
found the girls there. They asked 
him to go down and investigate. They 
accompanied him into the cellar.

Milton opened the furnace door a 
trifle and then hurriedly closed it 
when a volume of smoke ind fumes 
poured forth. He testified that he 
thought perhaps a rabbit pelt had been 
thrown in with the garbage. 

Then Milton, too, went out to 
practice football on the nearby uni- 
versity campus. 

Still there was no attempt to 
check the fire. Even after the father 
came home the drafts remained open. 
By the time Sheatsley finally went 
into the cellar, there was very little 
left. Another hour or so and the body 
would have been nothing but ashes. 

Coroner Murphy asked young Clar- 
ence why he had not told any one 
what he had seen. Apparently the 
boy’s answers satisfied the official. At 
any rate, Murphy decided that Mrs. 
Sheatsley had committed suicide; that 
she must have climbed inte the fur- 
nace and so taken her own life. 

That was justice’s first official act 
In the Sheatsley mystery. 

Not Satisfied. 

The day after the tragedy County 
Prosecutor John King entered the 
case, and after questioning members 
of the family, announced that he was 
not at all satisfied with the coroner’s 
verdict. 

He asked Clarence why he had not 
given the alarm. The boy said he 
had wanted to wait until his father 
came home. The father tried to ex- 
cuse his son’s strange behavior by 
saving that he had always been an 
emotional lad who kept things to 
himself! 

“How could you do all the things 
you say you did, knowing that vour 
mother was burning there in the fur- 
nace?’’ asked King. 

“She was dead then, anvway,”’ said 
Clarence. “What good could | do?’’ 

“Why did you close the dwor after 
vou had seen your mother in the fur-

nace: 
“Well, I didn’t like to see 
mother burning,” the boy replied. 
Elizabeth Sheatsley testified that 
her mother had tossed on her bed in 
the morning after the clergyman went 
downstairs. She moaned that she 
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would never be forgiven for her sins. 
“Your father will never preach a bet- 
ter sermon than he did yesterday,” 
she said. 

“But, mamma, you haven’t any 
sins!’’ cried the girls. 

“You don’t know—you~ don’t 
know!’’ she had said. 

Sheatsley said that he knew of ab- 
solutely nothing in his’ wife’s past 
that might lead her to contemplate 
Suicide, or which would offer a mo- 
tive for murder. He had long been 
an enthusiastic hunter, he said, and 
the previous Saturday he had bagged 
several rabbits, which he brought 
home. These pelts had been burned 
in the furnace. The children were 
uSed to the smell. 


“IT cannot believe that my wife 
climbed into the furnace and commit- 
ted suicide,”’ he repeated. } 

Three Reasons. 

But in a day or so the minister 
changed his mind about this and 
issue@ a statement explaining his re- 
vised conclusion. 

“My wife was.a nervous sort,’’ he 
said. “She had never spoken of sut- 
cide, but apparently there were many 
things on her mind she did not tell 
me. An unusual nervousness was all 
I noticed about her before I left 
home. 

“fam convinced now that my wafe 
of her own free will crawled into the 
furnace and burned to death,” he 
stated, and gave three reasons for his 
belief: 

1.—Statements of furnace men 
that Mrs. Sheatsley could have crawl- 
ed through the fourteen-inch square 
aperture leading to the blazing coals. 

2.—Pathological changes, due to 
her age, which he said he believed 
might have resulted in a sudden 
mania. 

3.—Knowledge gained by eight 
months in India of the ability of hu- 
mans, through religious fanaticism, to 
make their bodies virtually insensible 
to pain. 

Prosecutor King, however, refused 
to swerve from his conviction § that 
the woman had been murdered and 
then thrust into the fire. 


King, in the course of his inquiry, 
questioned two visitors to the house 
during the afternoon. One was E. 
E. Brideweiser, a student at Capitol 
university, and the other C. O. 
Strader, delivery man for a Columbus 
bakery. 

The student knocked at the par- 
sonage at 3 o'clock, the approximate 
time King believed Mrs. Sheatsley 
had been placed in the furnace. He

received no response, but said he 
heard some one at the furnace in the 
cellar. 

The delivery man brought a loaf of 
bread to the back door at 2:15, and, 
when he received no answer, placed 
the bread inside the door on _ the 
kitchen floor. He said he had not 
noticed the odor of burning flesh 


which had permeated the neighbor- 
hood between 3 and 3:30 p m. 

Fortunately enough of the body re- 
mained so that the lungs and blood 
might be analyzed. H. M. Brundage, 
pathologist, and Dr. F. C. Long, an 
analytical chemist, examined the re- 
mains. Their findings were illuminat- 
ing. 

Dr. Brundage reported that the 
lungs were congested, as if from 
Strangulation, and that nowhere could 
he find a trace of ashes, soot or car- 
bon monoxide. He asserted that 
these traces would certainly have 
been in the lungs had the woman en- 
tered the furnace alive. 

Therefore, by this expert’s  testi- 
mony, Mrs. Sheatsley was dead when 
her tired little body entered the fur- 
nace. 

A Maniac at Work? 

If this was true, what was the ex- 

planation of the mystery? Had a 


Strands of hair clinging to the blunt 
end, was unearthed, and a pair of blue 
trousers and a table cover similarly 
stained were found—the trousers in 
the coal bin and the table cover in an 
attic closet. 

Sheatsley, when informed of these 
discoveries, said the splotches had 
been caused by rabbit blood. 

Prosecutor King said the trousers 
were those of a boy. 

Investigators also noticed stains on 
the kitchen door about a foot from 
the floor, and about eighteen inches 
up was what appeared to be a piece 
of skin and flesh as large as a thumb- 
nail. 

Across trom this door on the casing 
and on the door leading down into 
the basement were more marks. On 
the asbestos pipe covering just over 
the furnace door was still another 
large dry crimson stain. 

On the piping leading in another 


Mother’s Death a Blow 
to Family 


It Addie Sheatsley committed 
suicide by squeezing her body 
into the furnace in her home, 
she dealt a terrific blow to her 
family by the peculiar method of 
destruction she chose. 

The shadow of suspicion fell 
upon her minister-husband, and 
upon her young son, Clarence. 
Justice was never able to dissi- 
pate that shadow completely, 
for proof of suicide was never 
established.

has happened before. 

Dr. Long in his report said: 

“Tl am absolutely positive that there 
was no trace of carbon monoxide in 
the blood. I obtained three ounces 
of it and submitted it to five differ- 
ent tests. In all of them it was shown 
to be positively normal. 

“| have preserved these samples. 
I have the results of these tests and 
I am willing to submit them to any 
chemist or to the world. I know they 
are accurate.’’ 

A bottle-of poison had been report- 
ed missing from the home, but Dr. 
Long said there was no trace of 
poison in the body. 

When Sheatsley heard the report 
—he was in Canton at his brother’s 
home—he said that he was glad for 
any information that might be 
brought out, but that he still had no 
reason for changing his opinion that 
his wife took her own life. “I expect 
to be here in Canton for several days 
yet,’’ he said. ‘Prosecutor King can 
find me any time he wishes to get in 
touch with me.” 

About a week after the tragedy 
something of a sensation was caused 
when ‘it was learned that some sus- 
picious evidence had been uncovered 
in the house. 

Bits of tissue, like human flesh, 
were discovered in several places in 
the parsonage. A hammer, apparent- 
ly blood-stained and with a few 


direction, just to one side of the fur- 
nace door, were the unmistakable im- 
prints of three fingers. These stood 
out plainly against the rust that had 
gathered on the hot air pipe. 

Here, indeed, might be incriminat- 
ing evidence. But analysis showed 
that the stains had been caused by 
rabbit blood. 

In Canton young Clarence told fur- 
ther details of the tragedy. He said 
when he opened the door of the fur- 
nace and saw the dark form he 
“thought it might be mother.’”’ Then 
he went upstairs. He said he didn’t 
want to believe it was his mothey, 
but he was afraid it was. 

“After lying on the bed a-while | 
went out, meeting some boys play- 
ing football,”’ he continued. ‘“‘I join- 
ed them and played with them. I 
forgot about the furnace for a while.” 

He met his father later at home, he 
said, and the father said: ‘‘O, Bud, 
something terrible has happened! 
Mother has got into the furnace!” 

“I was Afraid it was mother,’ 
boy replied. 

Sheatsley said he had remained 
calm through this terrible crisis be- 
cause he had trained himself not to 
Show his feelings. “I have been

And in the meantime justice moved 
heavily along and finally came to a 
complete stop. The mystery simply 
could not be solved. Coroner Murphy, 
stuck to his verdict that it was suicide. 
The experts insisted that it couldn’t 
have been suicide. 

It was definitely established by ex- 
periments with guinea pigs that the 
lungs of a living being burned to 
death would contain carbon monox- 
ide. Animals were placed in the fire 
dead and others were placed in alive, 
and all the tests bore out the findings. 


Early in December an anonymous 
letter came to the parsonage, scrawl- 
ed in almost illegible handwriting on 
white paper. The letter, mailed from 
Buffalo, N. Y., stated that the writer 
had kitled Mrs. Sheatsley and that he 
would kill the minister. 

“No detective will get me,” it staf- 
ed. “I murder them all. You kill 
my wife and I kill yours.” 

The police decided that some fa- 
natic had written the letter. It was 
not taken seriously. 

The Sheatsleys still live in Bexley, 
the father is still pastor of Christ 
Lutheran church, and the children are 
still going to school there.

The Byzantine people—the Greeks who 
continued the eastern half of the Roman empire 
for ten centuries longer than their western cou- 
sins—were not familiar with the modern tech- 
nigue of painting. Ojl was not in common use 
in the studio until after the beginning of the fif- 
teenth century. When they wanted to paint 
anything they had to use vinegar or the white 
of egg or wine to put the color on the stone or 
the panel that served them as a background. An 
as wine and vinegar and the white of egg were 
smeary and clumsy and did not stick very well, 
they did most of their painting with little bits of 
colored stone or glass—with so-called mosaics. 
These mosaics added a strange touch of subdued 
brilliancy to all Byzantine buildings. I know that 
“subdued brilliancy” sounds like nothing in par- 
ticular, but if you will repeat the phrase a‘ few 
times you will probably get the meaning. 

You can paint this little church any way you 
please but be sure to use what we call ‘“‘warm 
tones.” You will understand what I mean by 
warm-tones if I ask you to°campare a snow-cov- 
ered landscape with a forest clad in the scarlet 
hues of the late fall. 

And you need not worry about the color 
combinations either, for the Byzantines, like the 
Russians and most semi-oriental peoples, liked a 
riot of colors: But not in the Chinese way. They 
were not a gay or happy people. They appre- 
ciated good music, but they preferred to have it 


played with a mute. 


FEW Sundays ago I told you 

how Greenland, now an inhos- 

pitable continent almost en- 

tirely covered with ice, was 

once upon a time a Norwegian 
colony. 

For some reason it Seems even 
stranger to me to have to write about 
Greece as a colony. For we are so ace 
customed to regard the ancient home 


of Homer and Pericles and Aristotle as 
the beginning and end of all mental and 
artistic perfection that it is not easy to 
Imagine it as a rocky strip of land for 
which half a dozen nations fought that 
they might add it to the rest of their 
colonial possessions. 

And yet that is exactly what hap- 
pened to Greece during the latter half 
of the Middle Ages. | 

It was not until the fitth or sixth 
centuries of our era that Greece ceased 
to be the home of culture and was the 
great boarding school attended by all 
the young Romans who could afford so 
expensive an education. 

Then came the invasion of the bar- 
barians from the east and the north of 
Europe and the center of Asia, and 
Greece was overrun by hordes of hairy, 
dirty blond giants who had no use for 


sd 


‘fearnin” and who burned and pillaged 
to their hearts’ content. 
But in due course of time these wild 


men were tamed by the church and 
were prevailed upon to settle down like 
decent Christians and cultivate the de- 
serted farms of the old Romans. 


It was then that Venice and Genoa 
and the Byzantine empire (the eastern 
remnant of the old Roman empire) be- 
gan to fight for the spoils of the eastern 
half of the Mediterranean and built 
their fortresses and their counting 
houses in Jerusalem and Athens and 
Smyrna and Alexandria. And it was 
then that Byzantine missionaries con- 
quered Greece for their own church, 
drove away the Latin monks and built 
their strange and dark churches among 
the ruins of the old Greek temples. 

Some of these have been saved al- 
most intact. And today they stand up- 
right, while the Parthenon is in ruins. 
But there is a reason. 

The old Greek structures were so 
solidly built that the Venetians and the 
Turks could use them as fortifications 
and powder magazines. And so they 
suffered more severely than a little 
Byzantine chapel which at best could 
only be converted into a stable.
